It was no great surprise to fol-

We 
did see a sample of this in the 
national news on T.V.1 on the night 
of the game and what impressed 
was the magnificent positional run- 
ning of the backs on attack and the 
speed and crispness of their pass- 
ing. These were a delight to behold, 
bringing back memories of the 
glories of such movements before 
the days of kicking beyond the 
advantage line and so forth. 

However, that was against Nel- 
son-Bays where they were in com- 
plete command of the situation. As 
we write, the match against Otago 
has still to be played in which it is 
expected that the latter’s forwards 
will pose the visitors a completely 
different set of problems. Tradi- 
tionally strong in this aspect of 
their rugby, the southerners should 
test the ability of the visitors to a 
much greater degree than was the 
case at Nelson and the battle for 
vital possession will almost certain- 
ly be a dour one. Everything will 
depend on the outcome of this and 
the use made of it, especially in the 
case of Otago whose inside back 
combination of L. Jaffray and D. 
Robertson could well prove a 
match for their opposites. 

The outcome of this match 
should give a clearer indication of 
the chances of Canterbury in their 
fixture today but we may feel rea- 
sonably confident that the local 
forwards will yield nothing in their 
endeavours to hold the Scottish 
eight and present their backs with 
opportunities to exploit the un- 
doubted talent which is there. Lyn 
Davis, Doug Bruce, Terry Mitchell 
and Fergie McCormick are no new- 
comers to rugby at this level and 
will yield nothing to their oppon- 
ents.

Ian Robert McGeechan dropped 
a goal in his first. game for Scotland in 
1972 against New Zealand and went on to 
drop goals against France and Ireland in 
the same season. In the first international 
this year against Ireland he yet again 
dropped a goal. He played stand-off in his 
first two internationals but then played at 
centre until the last match of last season. 
He now seems established at stand-off. He

1972/73 and 1974/75 and was reserve for 
Scotland B in 1974 and 1975. Played for 
the combined Edinburgh and Glasgow team 
against the touring All Blacks in 1972 and 
was full-back for Scottish Select v. Holland. 


A. R. Irvine (Heriot’s F.P.) 


Full-back. Age 23. Sft 10in. 12st 4lbs. 
Andrew Robertson Irvine was first capped 
against New Zealand in 1972. He is the 
eighth member of his club to play full- 
back for Scotland, a unique record of its 
kind. He had a highly successful tour last 
summer with the British Lions in South 
Africa and he finished up the top scorer 
with 156 points. He played in 13 provincial 
matches and the last two Tests. Scored five 
tries, and kicked twenty-six conversions. 
twenty-seven penalties and one dropped 
goal. Showed he had lost none of his 
accuracy in the opening match of the sea- 
son 1974/75 against Ireland at Murrayfield 
kicking two penalties in the second half to 
give Scotland victory. 14 caps, including 4 
in 1974/75. 


W. C. C. Steele (London Scottish) 


Right-wing. Age 27. 5ft 1llin. 12st 7ibs. 
William Charles Common. Steele first 
played for Scotland in 1969 against Eng- 
land and then went on Scotland’s tour to 
the Argentine later that year. Played for 
Langholm before moving to England when 
he joined the R.A.F. He had several sea- 
sons for Bedford before joining London 
Scottish this year. He was injured most of 
1973/74 season but recovered in time to 
be selected for the British Lions tour to 
South Africa. He played in provincial 
matches and the first two Tests there and 
scored seven tries. Unfortunately injury 
meant he could only play in one of the 
last seven games on the tour. Played 
against Tonga in September. Scored a try 
against Ireland this season. 18 caps, in- 
cluding 4 in 1974/75. 


D. L. Bell (Watsonians) 


Centre. Age 25. 6ft lin. 12st 10lbs. David 
Lauder Bell won his first cap when Scot- 
land beat Jreland by 20 points to 13 this 
season. A Blue at St. Andrews University, 
he went on to Oxford University and won 
his Blue there in 1970. Oxford beat Cam- 
bridge by 14 points to 3 and he scored 
a try and dropped a goal. In season 1973/ 
74 he played for London Scottish, mostly 
at fiv-half. Played for Surrey in the Coun- 
ty Championship at centre. Last year 
plaved for Scotland ‘B’ against France ‘B’ 
in Bayonne when Scotland lost 13-9.

Played for Scot- 
tish Under 21 Select against British Post 
Office in January 1975 and has also played 
for Middlesex in the English County 
Championship 1974/75. 


J. N. M. Frame (Gala) 


Centre. Age 28. 6ft lin, 14st 12ibs. John 
Neil Munro Frame was educated at Trinity 
College, Glenalmond, and Edinburgh Uni- 
versity. After leaving the University he 
joined the Gala club. Has played for Scot- 
tish Schools, Scottish Universities and 
British Universities. First capped for Scot- 
land against New Zealand in 1967 and 
toured Australia with Scotland in 1970. 
His latest appearance for Scotland was in 
Scotland’s Centenary season 1972/73 when 
he played against the S.R.U. President’s 
XV which contained players from New 
Zealand, Australia, France and South

Returned to top 
form in 1973/74 and after playing in 
Scotland’s Centenary Match at Murrayfield, 
went on to play in ali four internationals. 
In September 1974 he played against 
Tonga and in the opening match this year 
against Ireland he scored Scetland’s first 
try.

Alan James Macgregor Lawson gained his 
first cap as a replacement against France 
in 1972 when he also played against Eng- 
land. He again played against France in 
1973 and made three appearances for Scot- 
land in 1974. When at the University of 
Strathclyde he was a regular team member 
and later joined Edinburgh Wanderers be- 
fore business took him to London in 1974 
when he joined London Scottish. Was 
reserve scrum half for all of Scotland’s 
1975 Internationals. 6 caps. 


D. W. Morgan (Stewart’s-Melville College 
E.P.) 


Scrum half. Age 27. 5ft 10in. 11st 10lbs. 
Douglas Waugh Morgan won his first cap 
for Scotland in 1973 against Wales, after 
previously playing for the ‘B’ side against 
France ‘B’. He went on to play three more 
internationals that season and also in the 
match in November against the Argen- 
tinians at Murrayfield. He played against 
Treland and France in 1973/74, kicking a 
penalty in the 19-6 win over France. He 
played last September against Tonga and 
after a very good Final Trial was selected 
against Ireland in season 1974/75. He 
dropped a goal after only one minute to 
put Scotland on the road to victory. 10 
caps, including 4 in 1974/75. 


A. B. Carmichael (West of Scotland) 


Prop. Age 30. 6ft 2in. 15st 6lbs. Alex- 
ander Bennett Carmichael is the most 
capped player in the Scotland side today 
and the third most capped of all time. His 
international career stretches back to 1967 
and it includes two tours with Scotland to 
the Argentine in 1969 and to Australia in 
1970. In 1971 he went with the British 
Lions to New Zealand and last summer 
he again toured with the Lions—this- time 
on the unbeaten tour to South Africa. On 
this trip he played in ten of the twenty- 
two matches.
